Broom corn Is one of those nat- 
ural protfucis. tike cork, that are so 
perfectly adapted to the uses to which 
they are put tliat no suhstliule has 
been found or Is likely to be found. 
It Is almost exclusively an American 
crop. The flrat broom-corn market In 
this country was dovelope<l by Ihe 
Shaker commuulty at Wuicrvllct, N.Y^ 
In 1703. 

In the early part of the nighteonth 
century iiroomcorn raising and broom 
ii»uklng were largely In the hands of 
the .Shakers nnd others In New Kng- 
land, especially In tho Connecticut 
valley.

Tho distance from tho Pacific tor- 
minus nt Vladivostok to Moscow la Tv 
noi miles, and to Potrognid fi.-lSL 
Much of the rond Is still single track, 
and tho tremendously heavy tralllc of 
the war yeara levied a heavy toll on 
both equipment and roadbed. . While 
In the main grades nro fair, yet It Is 
not to be expected that on a road of 
such length Ibcso could bo compared 
to the grades ohtalnlnB on our own 
principal lines. The result Is com- 
paratively short trains, many engines, 
and slow progress. Fast trains now 
require about ten days for tlie trip 
from Moscow to the Paclllc, when they 
traverse the Chinese Eastern tracks 
through Manchuria. 

On leaving Moscow, tho Trans-Si- 
berian road runs thniuKh about 300 
miles of tho great wcatcrn plain of 
European Uussia to the city of Ufa 
at tho foot of the Ural mounialns. 
Some fiCO miles cast of Moscow Is a 
pyramid on the one kIiIo of which Is 
Inscribed tho word "Europe." and on 
tho opposite side the word "Asia." 
This pyramid stands on tho very apex 
of tho Urnls. Tho railroad nt this 
point Is 1.850 feet above sea level. Be- 
tween Ufn and Tchelyblnak the road 
rises from 310 feet elevation to l.SaO 
foot and drops hack again to 7CM) feet. 
At the latter place are huge wooden 
barracks where Immigrants entering 
Siberia were quartered In prewar 
times, walling for railroad transpor- 
tation. 

Across the vast stretches of western 
Siberia tho Trans-Slbcrlan rallrortd 
passes grassy steppes -lnhat)Ited by 
horse-hreeding Klrghlvea. tbrouph long 
roaches of virgin forest, and througli 
many Important agricultural regions,. 
Crossing out of the Tomsk Kovernment 
Into that of Yeniseisk; the rond short- 
ly reaches Atchlnsk. the northonimost 
town on the railroad. Its hitltude is 
the same as that of the middle const 
of Labrador. Indeed, at no timo after 
It leaves Moscow until jt enters Man- 
churia does tho Trans*-SIborlnn ever 
touch further south than tho northern 
coast of Newfoundland. 

Many Tunnels and Bridges. 
By tho time It reaches Lake Baikal. 
It bas.cUrabed again to l.nOO feet, and 
In skirting thnt body of water has to 
pass through forty tunnels, through 
numerous giant cuts and over many 
bridges. It continues to climb until It 
reaches Sokhondo, 3,100 feet, where It 
penetrates a tunnel bearing on Its 
western entrance the Inscription "To 
tho Great Ocean." and on Its eastern 
entrance the Inscription "To tho At- 
lantic Ocean." After passing tho 
junction of the road to JIukden, the 
Trans-Slbcrlnn drops down to 700 feet, 
then climbs again to 2,100, and tlience 
back to sea level at Vladivostok. 

From tills It will be seen that wheth- 
er viewed from tho standpoint of dis- 
tance, which Is ono and one-lialf times 
that across tho American continent by 
some of the longer routes from sea- 
board to seaboard ; whether from that 
of latitude and climate, which places 
It at times 700 miles north of the main 
coast of Newfoundland, and rIvcs It 
at some points an aveiaigo tempcra- 
turo In January of Hvo desroes below 
zero; whether from that of elevation 
which gives It three mountain ranges to 
cross; or whether from that of track- 
ago facilities and rolling stock supply, 
no other nation has ever Imd such a 
railroad problem to deal with In times 
of Brent crises as Russia has in con- 
nection with tho operation of tho 
Trans-Siberian line. 

To guard against dlfflcultlcs with 
China, such as those of recMit months, 
Ilussla prepared two railway strings 
to her transportation bow; the shorter 
Chinese Eastern lino, built by Cldncso 
consent on Chinese soil; and the lonjj- 
or Amur river branch, entirely on Uus- 
Bian territory. Tills branch forms a 
bow north of Mnnchurin and meets tho 
Chinese Eastern lino nguin before 
reaching Vladivostok. 

Across tho Amur to tho south lies 
China, or rather Mancliurla, wldeh, be- 
fore the World war, was being rapidly 
Itusslanlzod. Still, tho river tlioro Is 
truly nn International line, and this 
was proved, If by notidns else, by tho 
cxtcnalvo smuKgUng tluit wont on 
across It Tho Amur province Is In 
tho same latitude as Newfoundland 
and hna a cllmnto that In somo ways 
U comparablo to tho climate of that 
<ar northern American land. _ 



When tho Siberian railway was 
pushed through at the end of tho 
Nineteenth century and tho gigantic 
"cut-ofC" was made through Mon- 
chnrln. It set things back on the Amur 
for a while. But after tho Uusao-.Tap- 
ancse war,' nui^sia'H hold on Manchuria 
wns weakened and the empiro begun 
bulldlng'the western half of the great 
railroad just north of tho Amur wliere 
It would be entirely on JIuacovlte ter- 
ritory. Tremendous hardships were 
encountered In traversing bogs and 
forests and crossing great rivers; but 
tho job WHS about completed when the 
World war broke out. This long 
stretch of railway paralleling tho 
Amur from SO to 7ri miles north of 
It." Is a valuable asset to tho Amur 
region. 

Blagoveshchensk, on tho middle 
Amur, and connected with the Amur 
railway by a branch line, Is tho me- 
tropolis of tho province, a town of 
about 45,000 Inhabitants. Spread out 
along the river bank, with Its spires 
and domes showing against the sky- 
line, It makes an Imposing appearance 
to the traveler on the river espocluliy 
since It contrasts so noticeably with 
the little river towns. Across tlie riv, 
er Is a Chinese town known locally as 
Saknlln. but appearlns under nunier- 
OUR aliases on the maps. Many of 
Sakalln's Inhnbltnhts. too, have their 
aliases, for It Is a haven for smuRglors. 
At the eastern end of the Trans-Sl- 
herlan railway, by whichever route one 
goes, lies Vladivostok, "Mistress of the 
East." In some ways It can be com- 
pared to San Francisco, nt the end of 
r)ur "Trans-American" lines, more par- 
ticularly In the luttcr's earlier Bar- 
bary coast days. 

Vladivostok is younger than the city 
l)y the Golden Gate. It was founded 
In ISOO. Had Its normal development 
not been Interrupted by tho World war 
nnd the unsettled conditions tlmt have 
followed, Vladivostok might soon have 
rivaled our own coast city In popula- 
tlonand beauty. 

Life In Vladivostok. 
A tongue of Iillly land thrust out In- 
to a land-locked bay constitutes tho 
site of the city. Tho architecture 
maintains the European note struck 
by tho station; which makes the pres- 
ence of Oriental people, conveyances 
and customs all the more exotic. You 
no sooner accustomed yourself to the 
dreary routine of bazaar buying, nour- 
ishing lotteries nnd baltel of tongues 
than you encountered the more famil- 
iar telegraph onice, motion picture tlie- 
ntor, museum, club and university. 
You might dodge a European racing 
car, under nn American electric light, 
and run plump Into a^ coolie burden 
bearer despite the warning fcrles of a 
Uusslan policeman. The "Golden Horn" 
restaurant was the rendezvous of-bon 
vivnnts of tho world. Tho life of 
Vladivostok has changed greatly since 
those days, and none of tho old pros- 
perity Is apparent. 

Small wonder living was extremely 
dear In the old days and Is dearer 
now, since the city subsisted formerly 
on supplies from China nnd Japan, 
Europe, and even America. Its growth 
seems due to some Inexplicable excep- 
tion that proves the rule that n city, 
to succeed, sliould bo Bolf-sustalning, 
Interchange products with tlio country 
around It, bo thrifty,' cultivate civic 
consciousness, be well governed, and 
possess some racial, cultural, or pa- 
triotic unity. It owed Its commerce to 
tho fact that It was tho most nearly 
Ice-free port of Siberia, by which vir- 
tue It became tho terminus of tho 
Trnns-Slberlan railway, and to the 
military and naval establishments 
maintained by tho government of Uio 
Tsar. 

In the way of exports, In Its palm- 
iest days. It had nothing more Impor- 
tant to give tho world than sea-cab- 
base, trepanc nnd a fungus gathered 
from decayed wood, for all of which 
China was Its principal customer. Tre- 
pang Is the dried body of tho holothu- 
rlan, more commonly known as tlie sea 
slug, more appealing to the curiosity 
than to tho pahito of tho Occidental. 
For this snull-IIke creature can throw 
off, when frlKlitencd. Its vital organs- 
digestive, respiratory and reproductive 
—and replace thom all within a few 
weeks. Nature here seems to hold 
that two can live more easily, If not 
more cheaply, than ono. When tho 
sea slUK becomes too hungry for com- 
fort It divides In two parts and each, 
developing rapidly Into complete units, 
goes on a seareh for food. 



The First Steamboat 

REKEAItcn reveals strauBO and un- 
expected facts, llohort Fulton 
dlfl not build tho first steamboat. 
Ncltlier did ho build tho second nor 
the third. And his famous Clermont, 
which has come down In popular his- 
tory ns "the nrst steamboat, was not 
Fulton'a first. 

Wiicn we get to digging into dusty 
records wo discover that ono Wil- 
liam Henry, of Lancaster, Pa., had a 
boat wlilch was operated with a stoara 
ennhie and paddles In 17C0. It wos 
n cumboraome affair nnd early In Its 
career was accidentally sunk. That 
dampened the hopes of William Henry. 
John Fitcli a llttio later built an- 
other boat, an Improvement over 
Henry's effort. It was sixty feet long. 
elKlit fpot wide and Its paddles were 
ntted In tho stern. It made a speed 
of seven miles nn hour and records 
show that Gpoiko Washlnglnn, Thomas 
Je(Ters(m and Ilonjamln Franklin were 
anmnf; those who marveled at Its mo- 
clumlcal wonders. Fitch's boat, tliouph 
It worked, was a financial failure. He 
committed suicide In ITOS when his 
bat'licrs deserted him. 

Nt^xt to try bis hand nt steamboat 
Imlldlns was John Stevens of New 
Jorst-y. Aflcr experiments over a 
period of ten years he launclied Ids 
nrst ttout In 170S. Stevens was the 
nrst to use a screw propeller. About 
the same time Inventors In England 
were at work on the same idea. 

Itoljcrt Fulton was born In a small 
town In Pennsylvania In 1705, Hve 
years iifler Henry bad tried out his 
boat. Fulton's parents were poor nnd 
while he <*arly showed Inventive 
genius, ho made his nrst money paint- 
Ins pictures and drawluR plans for 
bouses. Among Fultcm's Intimates was 
Franklin nnd. on a visit to Enshind, 
ho became a friend of Watt, who was 
the Inventor of tho steam engine. Ful- 
ton started his experiments In steam- 
boat development In 3S02 and his first 
effort was launched In France. This 
boat was sunk, rali^ed and rebuilt. 

Ho ordered a 24 horse-power en- 
gine from EnKland In 1803 to be 
shipped to New York. Tho result was 
the Clermont which was noated In 
ISOa. The Clermont, 150 feet long, 
made Us drst trip up the Hudson from 
New York to All)any, startlUR on Au- 
cust 17. ISO". The trip was made In 
about thirty hours. 

Fulton ncldcved tho feat of making 
the nrst steamboat to be operated with 
prom, and within eight .veurs ten boats 
which lie designed were in operation. 
His next step was to build n Meet of 
ferry boats for operation across East 
river and the Hudson. 

.Stevens was In Hie neld almost ns 
soon as Fulton. His steamer, the 
IMioenlx. was In operation on the Dela- 
ware In ISO", a year after Fulton 
launched the Clermont, and by ISIO 
stenmbonts were In regular operation 
on the Mississippi ami Ohio rivers. 

The famous Savannah was the Hrst 
steahier to cross the Atlantic. Tlds 
was accomplished In ISlO. but Fulton 
did not live to see It. bavliiK died In 
ISin. Ono of Fulton's plfts was the 
ability to make money. Peforc be was 
twonty-ono years old. he had made 
enough pront from his paint brush 
and oa.seI so tlmt ho presented his 
mother with a small farm. 

He also developed as a punsmith 
nnd computed new proportions for 
hrearms. Gifted In mechanics, ho had 
tlio vision to make his achievements 
practical. Fulton did not make tho 
nrst stoamhoat, hut he made the first 
prontable ono and without profit noth- 
ing can succeed. That was the secret 
of his fame.
